‘‘White Horse,” the tallest of his par- 
ty, is younger, more lively, seems to be 
in quite good spirits, and isin better 
condition than any of his companions.

Prairie Hill,” “Buck Antelope, ‘‘Dry 
Wood,” ‘Black Horse,” ‘Tail Feath- 
ers,” aud now foran agonizer, ‘‘Always 
Setting Downina Bad Place,” which 
he is surely now doiag. 

Dick, an African with the Comanches, 
is not a prisoner, also a squaw and 
child, “Lu Lu,” with the same party. 
The latter two accompanied their “liege 
lord’s” misfortunes.

During the Atlanta campaign an _inci- 
dent occurred which shows how much of 
a soldier and how little of a politician 
Sherman js. Jn this day when his Me- 
moirs haye revived al] the incidents of 
his military career, it will be well enough 
to put it on'record. It occurred just 
after the capture of Atlanta. Sherman 
had close telegraphic communication 
with Washington, and asked Lincoln to 
promote several officers he named. He 
urged that the effect would be good upon 
the army, because the men deserved it. 
The correspondence developed the fact 
that outside political influences were 
strong in favor of the promotion of two 
men whom Sherman did not think de- 
served it. Of this number was Gen.
